3. Wueetefeld is allegedly planning to leave Algiers 
oh or about 21 March. Her destination is unknown. 

4. BOS has no indicaticn that Rechenberg is in danger.* 
However, it is difficult for us to jud^e the situation 
accurately since we do hot know what kind of operational 
assignments he has harried out in Algeria. If Rechenberg 
hue been involved in activities which mi^nt have fought 
him to the attention of local security elements it sight 

be wise for hi* to take a vacation until the situation 
settles clow:?.
